If indeed the author's plan wera such xs 
is »gratuitoualy attributed to him by tho 
taviewer, it. would woll deserve the sevara 
judgment which follows: ‘It is.unwiso, 
however, o3 ‘woll og unscisutific to aelect 
a sinylo instance of a phonomenon, and 
then (treating it aa a typr) to search 
through old recorda for cthera that re- 
somble it,” We leava to the reviower tha 
credit of devising o plan worthy’ of tho 
blame he heapa upon it. If he will but 
follow my advice and tako the troublo 
of ronding attentively the raviewed momoir, 
he will avo that the author has only made 
use of the synthaticul mothod constantly 
employed in empirical sciencos.

THE GRAND CANAL, 

Your correspondent bas just returned from 
a trip up the Grand Canal to a city called 
Such‘ien about 450 miles from hers. It was 
@ surprise to learo that there were abyut 
600 miles still to the northern terminus of 
the Canal, aa the statement is oftea made, and 
if my memory servea me rightit is to be found 
in The Middle Kingdom, that the Grand 
‘Canal is C00 miles ia length, {t was also a 
surprise to aca the activity both on the water 
and on tho banks of the Canal north of the 
Yongtze river. The boats scemed to bo 
mora Oumeroue than they are on the eouthorn 
division and the populstion living immedia. 
tely along the baaks is certainly greuter, 50 
that wo were bardly over out of aight of 
houses and people. ‘The face of the avuntry 
is les interesting and the peuple seem to have 
a harder struggle for life than in the riober 
section atthe south, - 

READY FOR a RAILWAY, 

Another thing that struck me with sur- 
prises was the suitability of the dykes on 
either side of the canal iu the northera seo- 
tion, for a railroad. The country is almost 
perfectly level and there fe danger of over- 
dlow, bo there are dykes along the shores and 
alev a few hundred yards back of these there 
.arotwo dykes, one oa either side, ‘These 
dykes are twalvo, fifteen, ond twenty foot 
high and fifteen or thirty feet wide. ‘They 
are now in good condition to bs amuothed for 
carriage roada orrailreads, There aro a iow 
atreama cntetiog the canal between Chinking 
and Yungshuw, but after that there are lung 
distanocs unbroken by vutlets, so that wo see 
uo bridges along the aidesand there are none 
over the Graud Canal. 

SIGNS OF PROGRESS, 

At Hangechow the buildings for silk fila- 
taro aud ootton factory aro going stendily 
up, and the tall amclte-etaoks look very im- 
posing. .At Soocbow there. ore buildings 
going up at tho foreign concession, at Wu- 
Bieh thare is a cotton factory in process of 
building,. All elong the southern section 
thero ie an evident desire on the pazt of 
natives to ladrn English.

Mr G, H. Young, who prosaouted on 
behalf of tho Glen Lino Shipping Company, 
said the Section in question made it an 
offence to engage or supply 's seaman unless 
a liconce wag hold from the Board ‘of Trade, 
or tho person engaging was 4 master or 
servant of tho owner, The offence, which 
was a serious ono, was continually occur. 
ring, and it had always bean most difficult 
to bring the matter home to any éné, - Tho 
matter had affected hia clients for many 
years, and that was the first casa they had

HINDRANCES TO BRITISH TRADE,

As to establishing 
tho variations of the convurgonce in differ- 
ont Istitudes, this is a work which will coma 
in its time, aud the hint given to treat this 
question apropos of typhouna moving son~ 
sibly in the same latitude, seems unwise aa 
well aa unscientijtc. With rogard to the at- 
teutivun that should be paid to the regions 
of high pressures, the reviewer will un- 
doubtedly learn with pleasure and not with- 
out some Burprise, that Bather Broo has at- 
tonded to that; let him tale the trouble of 
reading the whols third paragraph, page 38, 
of the momoir which be reviewed ; there 
he may find this quastiun treated briefly 
bat in aclear and satisfactory manner.

navy es oue of the factors with whiob all 
enemies of the One Queen and the One Flag 
must reckon in the future. 

WHY NOT A COLONIAL ARMY coRPs ? 

am not of those who Believe that in an 
Ewpire like outs a soparate military force 
for each Oolony isa superfuity ora wasteful 
dissipation of euergy. Qo the contrary, 
that aort of force undoubtedly ought to exist 
averywhero, and io all the greot Colonies it 
happily doce exist, But it is essentially o 
hearth and home defenco force for the Colony 
supporting it. It fille, in fact, the functions 
of the volunteers here, though J am willing 
to admit that many of these Colonial or- 
ganisations are much more effloient than 
nome of our volunteer battalions, ard that, 
in cortain reepcota, they stand upon a wholly, 
difficrentplane, The Colonies, -however, 
huve nothisg atall corrovpondiug with that 
branch of our army whiel scrvéa pot merely 
the United Kingdom bat also the Empiro, 
and whioh is as available should it be need- 
ed, for Qaicutta, or Melbourne, or Quebeo, 
or Cope town as it je for London, Edin~ 
burgh, or Dublin, One dees uot like to put 
forwatd the suggestion, save in the hamb- 
leat and most tentative spirit; yet it is suro- 
ly permisuible to oak at this timo, when the 
Golonies have #0 lately and so spontuncously 
assured ue of their desire to stand io with 
usin tho bueiness of hulding the Empire to- 
gethor—Why not a Colonial Army Corps ? 

HEADQUARTERS AT DOME, 

It is not enough to thank and hovour tho 
Colonies for their exhibition of British epirit. 
Something ought to bo done to utilice their 
goodwill,.and to prove to. them that we do 
not think lightly of their generous attitude, 
and thet we feel that they mean what they 
aay. And it appears to me that no measure 
would be more effective as a tightener of 
those voluntary bonds which tho Colonics aro 

roud of wearing, and which wa are thank- 
fui to bo still held by, than the establish- 
mont of a Colonial Army Corps, with the Old 
Home of the raco asthe normal scat of ite 
mobile headquarters, I should like to seo it 
composed exclusively of Colonials, sunder 
Colopial officers, 1 should like to sco it ready 
to go anywhere and do anything, with our 
own first Army Corps at its side, and to ste 
it atand iret for service in the Colonies and 
British Possessions in all parte of the world.

25,000 officers and men, » The United King- 
dom furnishes to the regular army about 
68,009 wen for each 10,000,060 .of inhabit 
ants, and the reserves, militia, yeomaury, 
and yolunteera, about 110,000 men for enud 
10,000,000 of inhabitants. Now, as Thave 
shows, ther: are about 10,000,000 white in- 
habituals uf (he Colonics and uther outlying 
parts of the Britich Enopire ; so that it the 
Colonics, between them, Baiotained ob home 
an urmed force of 60,000 men, and, for [mn- 
periul service, & further force of 23,000 mes, 
their military burden would be, pro rata, 
'muoh less than 50 per cent, of what our 
militory burden (which no ono considers 
heavy) here te. What the Colonies may 
choose to maintaia withio their uwn borders 
does not, for presont purposes, coucern this 
inquiry. My suggestion is confined to this: 
—Lbat the Coluutes be severally invited to 
furnish one or more buttalions, squadrons, 
companies, &o., 50 08 to make up sa army 
corps of the pesos strength of our existing 
Firet Army Corps; and that they pormit this 
corps to beat tho service of the Empire at

ditions to be arranged, 
THE RENNWING OF YOUTH. 

The various contingents wigat be provided 
by the establishment in the Colonies of the 
eyotm of linked battalions, and one of each 
pair of such battalions might be always on 
Imperial service, or lying bere awaiting it, 
while the other remained io its Colony, where 
the depot would also be.

TREASURES. _ 
it bas been with justice said?” asys M, 
Gonse, ‘that worka in leo are the myst per- 
feot objects which ever issued from the 
hands of men; at the very least they are 
tho most delicate, These prodaotiona have 
been for long ages, and sill are, the glory 
ot the Japanese. It is a national industry 
which is peculiar fo thom, and in reapeot to 
which they owe nothing to anyone, The 
singularity of the proceases, the finish of the 
workmanship, the beauty.and price of the 


the artistic manifestations of the Far East.’ 
Speaking of somo of his experiences in 
Japan, Mr Hart says: ‘One dealor hed 
toHowed me from town to town asking for 
an audience, and sending collections after 
mo. [bad olweys refused to sea them for 
-good reasons of imy own, but on reaching 
Kioto tho second time 1 consented to pay him 
a visit, I explained to him that my rensoo 
fur declining hie attentions hitherte had 
been that I bad seen many objects which be 
had sent. to Europe, that the large prapor- 
tion of them were obvious fabricafions, and 
that as I-did not wish thut wy visit te Japan 
should be attonded with any disagreeable 
incident, so I had declined to haye any 
dealings with bim. He sssured mo, ‘how- 
ever, that be could not be responsible for 
all that his agents might have done or for 
misrepresentalions made, but eg a man 
of hie wealth and great position such 
attempta at deeeption in Japan were out of 
the question, He pledged -himeelf only to 
put before me objeots of genuine and ancient 
Art, of which he guaranteed theauthenticity. 
After a rapid survey of bis very exténsivo 
possessions, ancient and moderna, which ov- 
oupied a whole morning, I asked hit to seod 
to the room, which I had set aside for the 
purpose in tho hotel, some fifty or -sixty 
pieces, altogether about £5,000 in valus, 
some of which, if Lhey were proved to be 
genuine work of the masters to whom he 
assigned them, £ should be dispored to 
acquire. After three or four daye’ carefal 
study of this line and attractive series of 
objects, I came to the conclusion that burdly 
any of them were genuine, In order, how- 
ever, to fortify and correat my own judg- 
ment, I telegraphed to Tokio to Mr Wakai, 
of whom it may be said that he is tha must 
accomplished art expert in Japan, In the 
end, Lhe only piece which wo were ablo to 


fine cabinot. Subsequently the Kioto dealer 
presented himself. 4 had requested a bigh 
government officiel to be preaeot in order 
that I might more effectually remonstrate on 
{he enormity of bis pruoeediogs, A very 
long and carefully interpreted conversation 
took place, in which the most severe re- 
proaches wero mot only with the atmost 
politeness and ingonious excuses, ‘Tho 
conversation terminated as follows: 
‘Say to Mr Hart, if you pleaso, that 
ancient objects, very fow; buyers very

many; my eyes very bad.’ Lois may 
serve as a warning to the unwary buyer that 
he must trast his own judgment, ond that 
mauy pittalls await those who put their 
faith too strongly in thedealer. Much ob- 
servation and a cultivated taste are the only 
safeguards, ‘The-torgiog- vf uames on works 
of. Art ia not a legal offence in Japan, 
was staying in Osaka, and had assigned to 
mo the government interpreter and official 
svorotary to aesiat in my Art atudics.

L mentioned thia to my official irieads, 
aud capressed my very great regret, and 
asked whether it were possible to induce him 
to oblige me with afew specimens. There 
was much talk over this without rest, 
Bat just as I waa loaviog, the siorotary of 
the Prefecture represented to Maizan tbat, 
although it had taken him ten years to oul» 
leot these pieces for himself, L had but a 
few weeks left to spend in Jopan, and 
he would have all the coming years in 
which, from time to time,-he could make 
tresh acquisitions as opportunity might serve, 
however rarely, aud that it was a pity that 
some of these beautiful works of the old 
masters ekould oot bo seen in [urope. 
Maizon said nothing positive, voe way or
